AN  ACT 

Supplementary  to  an  act  entitled  “ An  act  to 

Tegulate  the  collection  of  duties  or  imports 

and  tonnage,”  passed  the  second  day  of 

March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 

ninety-nine. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled , That 
from  and  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  no 
goods,  wares  of  merchandise,  imported 
into  the  United  States,  and  subject  to  an 
ad  valorem  duty,  shall  bo  admitted  to  en- 
try with  the  collector  of  the  district  into 
which  the  same  are  brought,  unless  the 
owner,  consignee,  or  other  importers  of 
such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  shall 
produce  to  such  collector  the  original  in- 
voice thereof;  but  the  same  shall  be  de- 
posited, and  remain,  in  the  public  ware- 
house, at  the  expense  and  risk  of  the 
owner  of  such  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise, until  such  invoice  shall  be  produc- 
ed : Provided,  however,  That  in  all  cas- 
es where  such  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise shall  have  been  imported  from  a port 
or  place  on  this  side  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  if  such  invoice  or  invoices  be  not 
produced  in  six  months,  and  from  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  or  any  port  or  place 
beyond  the  same,  within  nine  months 
from  the  time  of  such  importation,  then 
the  said  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
shall  be  appraised,  and  the  duties  esti- 
mated thereon,  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
directed:  And  provided,  always , That 
this  prohibition  shall  not  extend  to  such 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  as  shall 
have  been  taken  from  tt  wreck. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted , Thai 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  be,  and  J3 
hereby,  authorized  and  empowered,  if, 
in  his  judgment,  the  circumstances  un- 
der which  such  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise shall  have  been  imported,  or  any 
other  circumstances,  connected  there- 
with, render  it  expedient,  to  direct  the 
collector  in  whose  district  such  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  may  be,  to  admit 
the  same  to  entry,  on  an  appraisement 
duly  made  thereof,  in  the  manner  here- 
inafter prescribed  : Provided,  The  own- 
er, agent,  consignee  or  importer  of  such 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  shall  first 
give  bond,  with  sufficient  sureties  to  the 
TJ nited  States,  to  produce  to  such  collec- 
tor the  invoice  of  such  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise,  within  eight  months,  if  the 
same  were  imported  from  any  port  or 
place1  on  this  side  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  and  within  fifteen  months,  if  fi'om 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  or  any  port  or 
place  beyond  the  same,  and  to  pay  any 
amount  of  duty  to  which  it  shall  appear, 
by  such  invoice,  the  said  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise  were  subject,  over  and 
above  the  amount  of  duties  estimated  on 
the  said  appraisement. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That 
When  an  entry  shall  be  made  with  any 
collector,  of  any  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise, imported  into  the  U.  States, 
and  subject  to  an  ad  valorem  duty,  the 
person  making  such  entry  shall,  if  he  be 
owner  of  such  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise, declare  the  same  on  oath,  and  if  he 
be  not  the  owner,  shall  declare  on.  oath 
the  name  and  residence  of  the  owner  of 
such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  ad  valorem  rates  of  duty  upon  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise,  shall  be  estimat- 
ed by  adding  twenty  per  cent  to  the  actu- 
al cost  thereof,  if  imported  from  the  Cape 
of  Good  Hope,  or  from  any  island,  port 
or  place  beyond  the  same,  and  ten  per 
cent,  on  the  actual  cost  thereof,  if  im- 
ported from  any  other  place  or  country, 
including  all  charges,  except  commis- 
sions, outside  packages,  and  insurance. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  farther  enacted,  That, 
in  addition  to  the  oath  now  required  by 
law  to  be  taken  by  any  owner,  consignee, 
agent  or  importer,  on  the  entry  of  any 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  imported 
into  the  United  States,  such  owner,  con- 
signee, agent  or  importer,  shall,  on  the 
entry  of  any  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise, so  imported,  and  subject  to  an  ad  va- 
lorem duty,  declare  on  oath  that  the  in- 
voice produced  by  him  exhibits  the  true 
value  of  such  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise, in  their  actual  state  of  manufacture, 
at  the  place  from  which  the  same  wctc 
imported. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That 
when  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  im- 
ported into  the  United  States,  subject  to 
an  ad  valorem  duty,  shall  be  consigned 
to  any  person,  to  be  entered  by  him,  and 
to  be  delivered  to  order,  to  any  other  per- 
son, such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
shall  be  deposited  and  remain  in  the  pub- 
lic ware-house,  at  the  expense  and  risk  of 
the  ov\  ncr,  untii  the  person  authorized  to 


receive  them  shall  appear  and  make  the 
additional  oath  required  by  the  fifth  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  or  (if  such  person  shall 
not  reside  at  the  place  of  such  importa- 
tion) until  tiie  invoice  of  such  goods, 
wares  and  merchandise,  accompanied  by 
a notarial  act  of  his  having  taken  the  said 
oath,  shall  be  produced  to  the  collector  in 
whose  district  such  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise may  be  : Provided,  That  if  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be 
complied  with  in  four  months  from  the 
time  of  the  importation  of  such  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  the  same  shall  he 
subject  to  the  appraisement  required  by 
this  act. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
when  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  im- 
ported, and  subject  to  duty  as  aforespid, 
shall  be  reshipped  and  transported  coast- 
wise, irom  one  district  to  another,  in  the 
packages  in  which  the  same  were  im- 
ported, an  invoice,  or  a copy  of  such  in- 
voice, verified  by  the  additional  oatii  re- 
quired by  the  fifth  section  of  this  act,  and 
certified  under  the  official  seal  of  the  col- 
lector with  whom  the  entry  on  the  im- 
portation of  such  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise was  made,  shall  be  produced  at 
the  port  to  which  the  same  shall  be  trans- 
ported, and  the  same  inspection  of  such 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  shall  be 
made,  as  if  they  had  been  brought  direct 
from  a forein  port  or  place  ; and  if  the 
invoice,  verified  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be 
' so  produced,  such  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandisa  shall  he  deposited  and  remain 
in  the  public  ware-house,  at  the  expense 
and  risk  of  the  owner  thereof,  until  the 
invoice,  verified  and  certified  in  the  man- 
ner above  required,  shall  be  produced-; 
and  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  import- 
ed, and  subject  to  duty  as  aforesaid,  may 
be  transported  coastwise,  to  one  or  more 
districts  within  the  United  States. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  im- 
ported, and  subject  to  duty  as  aforesaid, 
and  belonging  to  a person  or  persons  re- 
siding, and,  at  the  time  of  such  importa- 
tion, being,  out  of  the  United  States, 
shall  not  be  admitted  to  entry,  after  six 
months  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
if  impdrted  from  a port  or  place  on  this 
side  the  Cape  cl  Good  Hope,  or,  after  fif- 
teen months  from  the  passage  thereof,  if 
imported  from  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope 
or  any  port  beyond  the  same,  unless  the 
invoice  ofsuch  goods,  wares  or  merchnn-1 
diso  shall  be  verified  in  the  manner  re- 
quired by  tiie  fifth  section  of  this  act,  be- 
fore the  consul  of  the  United  States  at 
the  port  at  which  tiie  said  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  were  shipped,  or  before  a 
consul  of  the  United  States  in  the  country 
in  which  the  said  port  may  be  ; and  such 
owner  or  owners  shali  further  declare  on 
oath,  whether  he  or  they  arc  the  manu- 
facturers, in  whole  or  in  part,  of  such 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  are  con- 
cerned, directly  or  indirectly,  in  the  pro- 
fits of  any  art  or  trade  by  which  they 
have  been  brought  to  their  present  state 
of  manufacture  ; and,  if  so,  he  or  they 
shall  further  swear,  tlyit  the  prices  charg- 
ed in  the  aforesaid  invoice  are  the  cur- 
rent value  of  the  same,  at  the  place  of 
manufacture,  and  such  r.s  he  or  they 
would  hav.c  received,  if  the  game  had 
been  there  sold  in  the  usual  course  of 
trade  : Provided,  That  if  there  be  no  con- 
sul of  the  United  States  in  the  country 
from  whence  the  shipment  of  such  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  is  made,  the  oath 
hereby  required  shall  be  made  before  a 
notary  public,  or  other  officer  duly  au- 
thorized to  administer  oaths,  whose  offi- 
cial character  shall  be  certified  by  a con- 
sul of  a nation  at  the  time  iri  amity  with 
the  United  Slates,  if  there  be  one  in  such 
country. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
for  the  appraisement  of  gccds,  wares  or, 
merchandise,  required  by  this  act,  or  by 
any  other  act  concerning  imports  and  ton- 
nage, the  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  shall  appoint  in  each  of  the  ports 
of  Boston,  New-York,  Philadelphia,  Bal- 
timore, Charleston,  and  New-Orleans, 
two  persons  well  qualified  to  perform  that 
duty,  on  the  part  of  the  United  States, 
who,  before  they  enter  thereon,  shall  se- 
verally make  oath  diligently  and  faithful- 
ly to  inspect  and  examine  such  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  as  the  collector 
may  direct,  and  truly  to  report,  to  the 
best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  the 
true  value  thereof  when  purchased,  at 
the  place  or  places  from  whence  the 
same  were  imported  ; and,  when  any  ap- 
praisement is  to  be  made  in  the  said  prin- 
cipal ports,  the  two  appraisers  so  ap- 
pointed therein,  together  with  a respec- 
table resident  merchant,  chosen  by  the 
party  in  interest,  and  sworn  in  like  man- 
ner, to  examine  and  report,  shall  make 
such  appraisement,  the  said  merchant 
having  also  made  oath  that  he  has  no  di- 
rect or  indirect  interest  in  the  case;  but 
when  any  appraisement  is  to  be  made  in 
ports  other  than  those  above  named,  two 
respectable  resident  merchants,  selected 
by  the  collector,  together  w ith  a respec- 
table resident  merchant,  chosen  by  the 
party  in  interest,  who  shall  have  several- 
ly taken  the  oaths  required  by  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  the  appraisers : Provided , 
That  in  any  case  where  the  party  in  in- 
terest shall  decline  or  ncgloct  to  choose 
a respectable  resident  merchant  to  join 
'in  such  appraisement,  the  collector  saall 


make  the  selection  necessary  to  the  due 
execution  of  this  act,  and  the  appraise- 
ment so  made  by  them,  or  a majority  of 
them,  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  in  law ; 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  shall 
have  authority  to  direct  the  appraisers 
for  any  collection  district  to  attend  in  any 
other  district  for  the  purpose  of  apprais- 
ing any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  im- 
ported therein ; and  for  such  service  they 
shall,  respectively,  receive  at  the  rate  cf 
• five  dollars  a day  whilst  engaged  therein, 
and  at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  for  every 
twenty-five  miles  in  going  to,  and  return- 
ing from,  such  district ; which  shall  form 
no  part  of  the  salary  provided  for  by  this 
act.  And  the  Pr<  -kient  of  the  United 
States  is  hereby  authorized,  in  the  recess 
of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  the  appraisers 
of  the  said  ports,  which  appointments 
shail  continue  in  force  until  the  end  of 
the  next  session  of  Congress. 

Sec.  \O.Andbe  it  farther  enacted, TUnt 
any  merchant  who  shall  he  chosen  by  the 
collector,  or  by  the  party  in  interest,  to 
make  any  appraisement  required  under 
this  act,  or  under  any  other  act  respect- 
ing imports  and  tonnage,  and'  who  shall, 
after  due  notice  of  such  choice  has  been 
given,  decline  or  neglect  to  assist  at  such 
appraisement,  shall  be  subject  to  a fine 
of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  and  to  the 
costs  of  prosecution  in  any  court  of  the 
United  States  having  cognizance  of  the 
same.y 

Sec.  1 1 .And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  collector, 
there  shall  be  just  grounds  to  suspect  that 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  subject  to 
an  ad  valorem  duty,  and  imported  into 
his  district,  have  been  invoiced  below  the 
true  value  of  such  goods,  Wares  or  mer- 
chandise, in  their  actual  state  of  manu- 
facture at  the  place  from  which  they 
were' imported,  such  collector  shall  di- 
rect the  sintc  to  be  appraised  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  the  ninth  section  of 
this  act ; and  if  the  value  at  which  the 
same  shall  be  appraised  shall  exceed, by 
twenty -five  per  ccntnm,thc  invoice  pric- 
es thereof,  then,  in  addition  to  the  tenor 
twenty  per  centum,  as  the  case  may  be, 
laid  upon  correct  and  reguiar  invoices 
according  to  law,  there  shall  be  added 
fifty  pm-  rent,  on  tlic  ap}1~*DC''1  r 

on  which  aggregate  amount,  the  duties 
on  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
shall  be  eetiinatod. 

Sec.  12.  And  be  it further  enacted,  That 
in  all  cases  where  the  appraised  value  of 
anv  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  ap- 
praised under  this,  or  any  other  act  con- 
cerning imports  and  tonnage,  shall  ex- 
ceed,by  less  than  twenty-five  per  centum, 
the  invoice  value  thereof,  such  appraised 
value  shall  be  considered  the  true  value 
of  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  up- 
on which  the  duty  is  to  be  required,  with 
the  addition  of  such  per  centum  as  is  by 
law  required  ; but  in  all  cases  where  the 
appraised  value  shall  be  less  than  the  in- 
voice value,  the  duty  shall  be  charged  on 
the  invoice  value  in  the  same  manner  as 
if  no  appraisement  had  been  made. 

Sec.  \ a.  And  be  it  further  enacted, TUai 
any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  subject 
to  an  ad  valorem  duty,  and  belonging  to 
a person  or  persons,  residing,  and  at  the 
time  of  the  importation  thereof,  being, 
out  of  the  United  States,  and  which  shall 
be  imported  in  the  United  States,  but  for 
want  of  the  verification  required  by  the 
3th  section  of  this  act, not  admitted  to 
entry,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  ap- 
praisement, and  to  the  same  addition  to 
the  appraised  value,  stare  prescribed  by 
the  1 1th  section  of  this  act,  in  the  case 
of  fraudulent  invoices. 

Sec.  \4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
one-half  of  the  duty  accruing  on  the  addi- 
tial  fif*v  per  centum,  which  may  be  im- 
posed on  any  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise, in  virtue  of  the  11th  section  of  this 
act,  shall  be  divided  among  the  custom- 
house officers  of  the  port  in  which  such 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  may  he,  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  act  entitled 
“ an  act  to  regulate  the  duties  on  imports 
and  tonnage,”  passed  on  the  second  day 
of  March,  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety-nine. 

Sec.  1 5 .And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
before  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise, 
which  may  he  taken  from  any  wreck, 
sjiall  be  admitted  to  entry, the  same  shail 
be  appraised  in  the  manner  prescribed  by 
ihe  9th  section  of  this  act ; and  the  same 
proceedings  shall  also  be  had,  where  a 
reduction  of  duties  shall  he  claimed,  on 
account  of  damage  which  any  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise  imported  into  the 
United  States,  shall  have  sustained  in  the 
course  of  the  voyage. 

Sec.  1 S.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  expenses  of  appraisements  made  un- 
der this  act  shall,  in  all  cases,  he  borne  by 
the  owner  or  owners  of  the  goods,  wares 
or  merchandise  appraised,  except  when 
the  appraisement  ordered  under  the  1 1th 
section  shall  not  exceed  the  invoice  value 
of  such  goods,  wares  or  merchandise, .and 
where  it  shall  be  made  cn  goods  damag- 
ed by  the  voyage:  and  except,  also,  when 
the  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  apprais- 
ed, shall  have  been  ta^en  from  a wreck. 

Sec.  17  .And  be  it  further  enaettd,  That 
each  of  the  appraises  who  may  be  ap- 
pointed unde.1  tiie  9Ui  section  of  this  act, 
in  the  several  ports  therein  named,  ex- 
cepting New-York,  shall  receive,  as  a 
compensation  for  Iris  sen  ices,  one  thou- 
sand jive  Jyzn^rcd  della;*  per  annum,  and 


the  appraisers  for  the  port  of  New-York 
shall  receive  eacii  two  thousand  dollars 
per  annum ; and  the  merchants  who  may 
act  as  appraisers  under  this  act  shall  re- 
ceive for, their  services,  while  employed 
on  that  duty,  a compensation  of  five  dol- 
lars per  diem  ; and  the  said  sum  of  five 
dollars  per  diem,  For  each  of  the  apprais- 
ers-, (whether  official  appraisers  cr  ■se- 
lected merchants)  snail  be  paid  to  the 
collect  r,  by  the  owner  or  agent  of  the 
goods, -wares  or  merchandise  appraised 
by  them,  respectively,  in  all  cases  where 
such  owner  or  agent  may  he  liable  to  the 
expense  of  appraisement,  before  the  de- 
livery ofsuch  goods,  wares  or  Merchan- 
dise by  the  collector.  The  sums  so  re- 
ceived shall  he  forthwith  paid  by  the  co - 
leetor  to  the  appraisers,  and  the  amount 
so  paid  to  the  official  appraisers, shall  be 
in  part  satisfaction  of  their  salary. 

See.  18.  And  bsit  further  enacted,  That 
for  every  verification  made  under  this  act, 
before  a consul  of  the  United  States,  such 
consul  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  anti 
receive  from  the  person  making  the  same 
a fee  of  two  dollars. 

Sec.  1 9.  And  be  it  further  ir,acted,T  hat 
when  any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
shall  be  admitted  to  entry  upon  invoice, 
the  collector  of  the  port  in  which  the 
same  arc  entered  shall  certify  such  in- 
voice under  his  official  seal ; and  no  oth- 
er evidence  of  the  value  of  surli  goods, 
wares  or  merchandise,  shall  be  admitted 
on  the  part  of  the  owner  or  owners  there- 
of, in  any  court  of  the  United  Statc.3,  ex- 
cept in  corroboration  of  such  invoice. 

See.  20.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
any  person  or  persons,  who  shall  coun- 
terfeit any  certificate  or  attestation  made 
in  pursuance  of  this  act,  or  tree  such  cer- 
tificate or  attestation, 'knowing  the  same 
to  be  counterfeit,  shall,  upon  conviction 
thereof,  before  any  cogrt  of  the  United 
States,  having  cognizance  of  the  same, 
be  adjudged  guilty  of  felony,  arid  be  fined 
in  a sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  itnpri^ohed.for  a term  not  ex- 
ceeding iWree  years. 

Sec.  2 1 .'And  be  It  further  enacted.  That 
no  discount  shall  be  allowed  on  any  goods, 
wares  or  rnereharnli&e,  subject  to  ad  va- 
lorem duty,  admitted  to  entry,  unless  the 
‘"Torter  shall  expressly  state,  on  oath  or 
affirmation,  that  such  discount  has  been 
actually  ar.r!  bona  fi<h».  aPnwjfflin  tl,fi  ywn- 
rr  or  owners  of  such  goods,  wares  or  mer- 
chandise, in  the  payment  made  for  the 
same. 

Sec.  2 7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
the  collectors  of  the  customs  shall  be  re- 
quired to  cause  at  least  one  package  out 
of  every  invoice,  and  one  package  at  least 
out  of  every  fifty  packages,  of  eveiy  in- 
voice of  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  im- 
ported into  their  respective  districts,  to 
"be  opened  and  examined,  and  if  the  same 
be  found  not  to  correspond  with  the  in- 
voice *t lie rcof,  or  lobe  falsely  charged  in 
such  invoice,  a full  inspection  of  such 
goods,  wares  or  merchandise  as  may  be 
included  in  the  same  entry,  shall  be 
tnpde. ; and  if  any  package  is  found  to 
contain  any  article  not  described  in  the 
invoice,  the  whole  package  shall  be  for- 
feited, and  in  case  such  goods,  wares  or 
merchandise  shall  be  subject  to  an  ad  va-  , 
lorem  duty,  the  same  proceeding's  shall 
be  had,  and  the  same  penalties  shall  be 
incurred,  as  are  provided  in  the  eleventh 
section  of  this  act : Provided,  That  no- 
thing herein  contained  shall  save  from  for- 
feiture any  package  having  in  it  any  ar- 
ticle not  described  in  the  invoice. 

Sec.  23 . Ana  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
any  bond  to  the  United  States  entered  in- 
to lor  the  payment  of  duties,  by  a mer- 
chant belonging  to  a firm,  in  the  name  of 
such  firm,  shall  equally  Mind  the  partner 
or  partners  in  trade, of  the  person  or  per- 
sons by  whom  such  bond  shall  have  beet 
executed. 

Sec.  2 4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
in  all  cases  of  entry  of  merchandise  for 
the  benefit  of  draw  back,  the  time  of  twen- 
ty days  shall  be  allowed  from  the  date  of 
the  clearance  of  the  ship  or  vessel  in 
which  the  same  shall  be  laden,  for  giving 
the  exportation  bonds  for  the  same : Pro- 
vided, That  the  exporter  shall,  in  every 
other  particular,  comply  with  the  regula- 
tions ant!  formalities  heretofore  establish- 
ed for  entries  of  exportation  for  the  be- 
nefit of  drawback. 

Sec.  25.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That 
all  penalties  and  forfeitures  incurred  by 
force  of  this  act,  shall  be  sued  for,  recov- 
ered, distributed  and  accounted  for,  ii 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  act  entitled

From  a London  paper,  June  3. 

DRURY  LANE  THEATRE. 

A large  body  of  the  proprietors  of  Dru- 
ry-lane  Theatre  met  yesterday  to  hear  the 
reports  of  their  general  and  sub-commit- 
tee. The  two  reports  were  equally  deci- 
ded in  their  description  of  the  ruined 
state  of  the  finances  of  the  concern  ; the 
debts  were  calculated  at  80,0001.  and. 
the  loss  per  night  was  averaged  at  1001. 

I o close  or  let  the  theatre  seemed  the 
only  alternative,  and  as  a purchaser 
could  scarcely  be  expected  to  come  for- 
ty ard  under  present  circumstances,  it 
seemed  to  be  considered  as  the  most  ad- 
vis.-ibie  step  to  keep  the  theatre  closed, 
alter  thci,— tiu  the  incum- 
brances upon  it  were  reirxrmi  or  allevi- 
ated. Meanwhile,  the  bill  how  before 
parliament  was  recommended,  with  cer- 
tain modifications,  as  the  only  mode  of 
raising  money,  and,  consequently,  the 
only  means  of  saving  the  theatre  from 
instant  ruin.  Mr.  Kean,  in  the  Cnup^p 
of  the  discussion;  stated  that,  though  as 
an  actor  he  must  repel  the  degrading  pro- 
posal of  reducing  the  salaries  of  the  per-  | 
formers,  yet  he  and  his  brotherhood  felt 
so  mucii  for  the  impoverished  state  of 
the  theatre  that  they  had  offered  to  play!

however  had  been  rejected.  As  a proof 
that  he  did  not  despair  of  the  theatre,  il 
properly  managed,  he  had  just  purchas- 
ed another  500l.  share.

By  the  most  recent  accounts  from

The  Weimar  paper,  called  “ The  Op- 
position,” was  one  of  the  most  independ- 
ent, as  well  as  the  most  eluquent,  on  the 
continent.  We  arc  not  to  wonder,  then, 
that  the  wrath  of  the  despots,  the  deliver- 
ers of  Europe,  should  be  directed  against 
the  list  light  of  liberty  in  the  little  state 
of  Weimar;  one  cause  of  its  suppression 
is  believed  to  be  an  article  on  the  state  of 
Hanover,  and  it  is  said  that  “ the  Flano- 
verian  government  is  one  of  those  which 
has  always  been  under  the  greatest  terror 
of  the  press,  and  every  thing  like  public 
discussion  of  its  conduct.”  The  statement 
in  this  letter  must,  on  many  accounts, 
have  been  unpalatable  to  that  govern- 
ment; and  perhaps  it  was  found  much 
more  easy  to  make  it  the  foundation  of  a 
com  plaint  against  the  W eimar  journalist, 
than  to  return  a satisfactory  answer  to  it. 

The  state  of  the  press  in  France  can 
be  given  in  a few  words.  The  last  ac- 
counts from  Paris  say,  the  law  respecting 
the  journals  has  been  published  in  the  offi- 
cial part  of  The  f lonitcur,  and  tlie  Bul- 
letin des  Loix,  in  the  following  words : 

“ Tlie  journals  and  other  periodical  works, 
which  treat  of  political  inatteranil  news,  cannot 
appear  without  tlie  authority  of  the  king,  till 
the  end  of  the  session  1818.” 

It  is  thus  that  the  legitimates  have  deli- 
vered Europe  L But,  if  we  mistake  not, 
they  are  destined  to  be  the  victims  of 
their  own  tyranny.

“ Independent  of  all  the  miseries  I have  de- 
scribed as  being  inseparable  from  a residence 
upon  this  rock,  the  insalubrity  of  the  climate 
is  so  great  as  to  excite  the  most  serious  appre- 
hensions in  my  mind  for  my  family.

’space  of  the  same  extent  in  ihe  vv  oii.l,  islicpa- 
titis  so  frequently  found,  or  under  so  formida- 1 
jble  appearances,  suppuration  frequently  tab- 
ling place  from  the  first  attack,  whilst  others 
! are  spun  out  to  a more  protracted,  but  equally 
fatal  tcnninatic.ii.  Not  a day  passes  without 
our  cars  being  dinned  With  H.e  lugubrious 
sound  of  the  funeral  hell,  lolling  for  two  or 
three  who  have  fallen  victims  to  its  mortality. 
Already  the  heads  of  the  first  families  in  this 
island  have  been  hurried  to  the  grave  hy  it. 
During  the  course  of  several  years’  service  in 
India,  I have  never  seen  the  complaint  proceed 
with  such  rapid  steps  to  a fatal  termination 
Since  the  arrival  i fthe  66th  regiment  here  in 
1316,  until  the  end  of  1817,  we  have  bur.cd 
one  hundred  men,  -women,  and  children,  being

CAPTAIN  WRIGHT. 

Mii.ledgevillk,  JULY  8. 
Extract  of  a letter  from  a gentleman  of  the  first 

respectability,  to  the  ed.toro  of  the  Georgia 

Journal,  dated 

“Savannah,  July  14th,  1818. 

“ A letter  received  at  the  office-  of  the 
District  Attorney,  announces  tiie  inten- 
tion of  the  President  to  issue  a special 
commission  for  the  trial  of  Capt,  Wright 
for  murder.  In  reply,  it  has  been  j-ecom- 
mended  that  the  triai  be  postponed  to  the 
regular  meeting  of  tlie  Circuit  Court  in 
December  at  this  place.  Of  the  circum- 
stances of  this  unfortunate  affair  I really 
know  nothing — but  if  captain  Wright’s 
crime  consist  merely  in  a misapprehen- 
sion ot  the  point  of  attack,  I trust  the  state 
will  take  care,  that  he  is  not  overwhelmed 
by  the  imposing  formality  ef  this  prose- 
cution.” 

The  law  of  congress  passed  in  1302  to 
regulate  trade  anil  intercourse  with  the 
Indian  tribes,  and  to  preserve  peace  on 
the  frontiers,  under  which  Capt.  Wright 
is  to  be  tried,  enacts,  that  “ if  any  citizen 
or  other  person  shall  go  into  any  town, 
settlement  or  territory,  belonging  to  any 
nation  or  tribe  of  Indians,  or  shall  there 
commit  murder,  by  killing  any  Indian  or 
Indians,  belonging  to  any  nation  or  tribe 
of  Indians  in  amity  with  the  U.  States, 
such  offender,  on  being  thereof  convicted, 
shall  suffer  death.”  “ And  when  the  of- 
fender shall  be  apprehended,  or  brought 
for  trial  into  any  of  the  United  Slates,  it 
sbail  be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the 
United  Slat,  s to  issue  a commission  to 
any  one  or  more  judges  of  the  supreme 
court  oi  the  United  States,  and  the  judge 
of  the  district  in  which  such  off.  i.der 
may  have  been  apprehended,  or  shall 
have  been  brought  for  trial ; which 
judges,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  have 
the  same  jurisdiction,  in  such  capital 
cases,  as  the  circuit  court  of  such  dis- 
trict, and  shall  proceed  to  trial  and  judg- 
ment in  the  same  manner,  as  such  circuit 
court  might  do.” 

For  the  immediate  attainment  of  the 
objects  of  the  general  government  i:t  re- 
lation to  captain  Wright,  the  acting  at- 
torney of  the  United  States  for  the  dis- 
trict ot  Georgia, (Mr.  Davies  having  tem- 
porarily left  the  state  for  the  benefit  of 
his  health,  which  has  been  considerably 
impaired  by  an  incessant  devotion  to  bu- 
siness,) has  written  to  the  Creek  agent 
for  Jnciian  aff.tii’s,  we  are  informed,  re- 
questing him  to  pursue  such  steps  as  will 
autnorize  the  marshal  to  take  captain 
Wright  into  custody  ; and  the  governor 
has  been  desired  to  cause  him  to  be  de- 
livered to  any  judicial  officer  of  this  coun- 
ty, whenever  he  shall  be  demanded  by 
virtue  of  a warrant  from  the  proper  au- 
thority, and  to  detain  him  till  then  under 
iiis  present  military  arrest. — [Journal.

The  brave  Ai ismendi  and  bis  followers, 
should  it  be  necessary,  vyill  at  least  per- 
form what  they  did  when  they  were  at- 
tacked by  Morilfo,  v ho  confessed  that 


miles  below  this  thy,  where  were  en- 
camped a smnil  body  of  Indians,  with 
their  wives  and  children,  who  had  consc 
for  the  purpose  of  trading, and  had  suga.% 
peltries,  See.  to  the  amount  of  2 or  3 
hundred  dollars.  The  soldiers  whose 
object  was  plunder,  commenced  the  at- 
tack, as  vve  are  informed,  by  knocking 
dpwn  and  beating  the  Indians,  a few  of 
whom  resisted,  and  in  the  contest  one 
soldier  was  dangerously  wounded,  and  a 
few  slightly,  with  their  knives — and  some 
of  the  Indians  were  severely  wounded, 
but  not  dangerously.  The  soldiers,  as 
we  learn,  succeeded  in  taking  from  them 
almost  the  whole  of  their  trading  arti- 
cles. 

We  learn  that  the  soldiers  engaged  in 
the  outrage  upon  the  Indians  on  the  21st 
have  been  identified,  and  that  a court 
martial  is  now  silting  to  try  them,  and 
award  the  punishment  merited  by  their 
unsoldier-like  criminal  conduct. — The 
affair  for  which  they  are  about  to  suffer 
will  no  doubt  lead  to  the  adoption  of 
such  rigorous  and  salutary  camp  regula- 
tions, as  will  in  future  prevent  a repeti- 
tion ot  similar  disgraceful  transactions. 


KENTUCKY  ELECTION  RETURNS. 
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The  Mobile  Gazette  of  the  14tli  ult.  states, 
that  by  a gentleman  just  from  I’cnsacola,  in- 
formation was  received  that  a body  of  hostile 
Indians  had  appeared  on  the  Escambia,  against 
whom  colonel  King  had  despatched  a detach- 
ment of  one  hundred  and  fifty  men.

BRITISH  REFORM. 

From  the  almost  unanimous  rejection 
of  the  rational  and  moderate  propositions 
of  Sir  Francis  Burdet  in  Parliament,  to 
provide  for  annual  elections  of  members 
to  the  house  of  commons  in  districts,  it  is 
•evident  that  no  hope  is  left  of  a reform 
in  the  British  government,  except  by  a 
revolution.  The  opposition  party  have 
thus  demonstrated  that  they  are  no  bet- 
ter in  principle  than  the  ministerialists; 
that  their  hostility  to  the  ministry  pro- 
ceeds only  from  an  ambition  to  get  into 
office  ; and  that  they  are  equally  with 
tne  court  party  opposed  to  the  only  re- 
formation, annual  parliaments,  and  free- 
dom of  elections,  which  can  remedy  or 
subvert  the  existing  evils,  the  enormous 
corruptions,  in  the  British  government. 
That  a nation  so  intelligent  as  many  of 
the  English  people  are,  having  so  great 
an  interest  in  purifying  and  making  their 
institutions  really  free,  and  in  creating 
an  effectual  barrier  to  royal  and  minis- 
terial encroachments,  should  so  long  en- 
dure present  abuses,  and  reject  the  wise 
and  salutary  measure  of  securing  to 
themselves  a true  and  responsible  rep- 
resentation in  parliament,  is  evidence  of 
an  indolent  tameness  of  acquiescence  in 
the  tyranny  and  profligacy  of  a few,  tru- 
ly mortifying  to  the  just  pride  of  every 
man  who  has  any  respect  for  his  species 
Such  slavishness  compels  us  to  hope 
that  the  reins  of  despotism  in  England 
may  be  drawn  so  tight  as  to  become  in- 
supportable, and  to  drive,  that  nation  in- 
to an  assertion  of  the  rights  and  dignity 
of  men,  by  the  institution  of  a fair  and 
t ree  representative  government. 

The  attempt  of  certain  French  emi- 
grants, to  establish  for  themselves  an  in- 
dependent government  in  the  province  of 
Texas,  is  extremely  ridiculous,  and  will 
inevitably  fail.  They  have  no  right  to 
locate  themselves  in  the  territory  of  any 
other  government,  and  to  establish  a 
separate  one  of  their  own.  A proceed- 
ing of  this  kind,  if  permitted,  would  en- 
sure perpetual  war  and  bloodshed  be- 
tween such  an  establishment  and  the 
neighboring  people.  The  Frenchmen 
to  whom  lands  were  granted  in  Alaba- 
ma, might  with  as  much  propriety  es- 
tablish l'or  themselves  an  independent 
government  in  that  territory,  as  the 
Frenchmen  in  Texas  have  done.  Wc 
trust  that  our  government  will  forwarn 
these  gentlemen  from  persevering  in 
their  enterprize,  as  their  establishment 
would  endanger  the  peace  and  tranquilli- 
ty of  our  borders,  and  interfere  with  the 
just  interests  of  the  United  States  in  that 
quarter.  If  any  of  the  French,  who  ex- 
perienced the  liberality  of  congress  in  the 
grant  of  Alabama  lands,  be  concerned  in 
the  Texas  project,  they  merit  the  sever- 
est reprobation. 

We  will  thank  some  of  the  pliant  edi- 
tors, who  have,  with  so  much  flexible  fa- 
cility, after  justifying  the  occupation  of 
Pensacola  by  Jackson, praised  the  execu- 
tive for  restoring  it,  to  tell  us  upon  what 
principle  the  Presdcnt  can  retain  Amelia 
Island,  if  he  cannot  retain  Pensacola 
without  the  authority  of  congress,  or 
without  coi  orutting  an  act  of  war : A- 
melia  is  a part  of  Florida  ; Pensacola  is 
no  more.  Amelia  never  was  a place  of 
refuge  for  hostile  savages,  as  were  Pen 
sacola  and  St.  Marks.  The  retention  of 
Amelia  is  therefore  without  any  justifi 
cation ; while  the  retention  of  Pensacola 
and  St.  Marks  would  at  least  be  partial- 
ly justifiable,  on  the  ground  of  prevent- 
ing a repetition  of  Indian  incursions,  un- 
til Spain  should  place  at  these  posts  for- 
ces adequate  to  the  repression  of  savage 
hostilities  bn  our  adjacent  frontiers. 

Some  of  the  seaport  republican  prints 
admit  that  the  restoration  of  Pensacola  is| 
against  the  public  sentiment ; and  yet 
< hey  applaud  the  measure  ! When  the 
voice  of  the  people  is  thus  disregarded, 
not  only  by  certain  papers  professing  to 
be  republican,  but  by  the  administration 
itself,  we  begin  to  fear  in  reality  that  our 
rovernment  “ has  an  awful  squinting,  ’ 
that  indeed  “ it  squints  towards  monar- 
chy.” That  the  blue  light  federal  pa- 
pers, the  Boston  stamp  journal  here,  and 
Mr.  Pope’s  very  good  {taper,  should  eu- 
logize whatever  the  people  disapprove 
is  not  at  all  surprizing;  contempt  for  the 
public  sentiment  has  always  distinguish- 
ed them.  But  it  is  a novel  thing  for  de- 
mocratic papcisto  boast  of  the  credit 
due  to  administration  for  adopting  an  un- 
popular measure.  There  are  a few 
nominally  republican  papers  in  the  hands 
of  worthless  editors,  who  consider  the 
meanest  servility  to  the  powers  that  be 
as  their  only  chance  of  sustaining  any 
respectability  or  influence.  Suchprinis 
are  more  pernicious,  because  they  are 
more  influential, than  the  shameless  jour 
nals  of  the  would-be  aristocracy. 

Spain  has  not  considered  the  retention 
of  Amelia  Island  as  an  act  of  war.  Why 
should  sne  consider  the  retention  of  Pen- 
sacola in  that  light  ? Ws  have  no  evi 
dcnce  that  site  would  ; nor  have  we  had 
time  to  ascertain  how  she  would  consid- 
er it.  There  is  a strange  mystery  in  the 


apparently  inconsistent  conduct  of.  our 
government  in  reference  to  Amelia  and 
Pensacola.  There  may  he  some  grea' 
state  street  in  the  affair,  into  which  ii 
dors  not  become  the  vulgar  to  pry  !

tVe  are  glad  to  find  that  the  C arreras  were 
not  executed  by  order  of  general  St.  Martin, 
but  bv  order  of  the  governor  of  Mendoza  some 
days  before  the  battle  of  Maipu,  on  a charge 
of  a conspiracy  against  the  life  and  govern- 
ment of  tiie  said  governor.
